PENNELL CASE FOLLOWS 


Verdict in Burdick Case Will 


be Announced With the 


Pennell Finding. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 26.—The in- 


quest into the murder of Edwin L. 
Burdick came to an end at 3:05 this 
afternoon in Police Judge Murphy's 
court. It was announced that the in- 
quest into the death of Arthur B. 
Pennell would begin nex* Monday. 
It is the understanding 
that the 


verdict in the Burdick case will not 
be rendered until after the close of 
the Pennell inquest, when both ver- 
dicts will be handed down simul- 
taneously. 


Naturally there has been consider- 


able speculation as to what the ver- 
dict is likely to be in the Burdick 
case. Under the new law the police 
justice has the right to issue a war- 
rant at the close of an inquest in a 
murder case in the event that the 
evidence brought out during the in- 
vestigation is sufficient to indicate 
the guilt of any particular person 
with sufficient clearness as to make 
an indictment by the grand jury 
reasonably certain. It is not thought 
possible that the court in this in- 
stance will name anyone in any war- 
rant which he may see fit to issue. 
It is possible, however, that he may 
issue warrants for the arrest of John 
Doe and Jane Boe. In that event 
the 
district 
attorney 
would be 


obliged to submit the whole case to 
the grand jury.

83.20 south. He thinks thi~ indicates 
that the land stretches to the pole in 
a series of very lofty mountains,

most important geographical result 
ever achieved in Antarctic explora- 
tion. 
The Discovery wintered 400 


miles further south than any vessel 
had previously wintered.
